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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants have argued that the holding mechanism is not the same as the gear of Hatley. However, the claim 
calls for a holding mechanism on the frame for temporarily fixing the position of the frame adjacent the generally cylindrical object. The 
gear (54) performs the function of temporarily fixing the frame adjacent the cylindrical object. The holding mechanism is a structure where 
the gear is a generic term, which performs the same function as the mechanism. 

Regarding claim 12, Hatley discloses where the invention involves the inspection of pipes, which is broad enough to encompass 
obstructed circumferential portions. Addressing the subject of (part that holds sensor 5) in the Office Action an inadvertent numeral was 
placed in the rejection. 
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
